Pursuant to the request of Commission Staff, a telephonic informal conference 
was held in this matter on November 22, 2016. Attached is a copy of the attendance 
roster. 

Commission Staff began the meeting by stating that the purpose of the conference 
was to clarify Nolin Rural Electric Cooperative Corporation ("Nolin RECC")'s Responses 
to the Commission Staff's First Request for Information dated September 27, 2016 ("DR-
1"). Staff inquired into Nolin RECC's Response to DR-1 , Item 3.b, to which Nolin RECC 
responded that meter testing is currently being performed by a third party. Nolin RECC 
stated that Nolin meter techs pull the meter and send it to a third party for testing. With 
respect to Nolin's RECC's Response to DR-1 , Item 3.c. , Nolin RECC stated that it 
employs one meter tech for meter exchange. With regards to Nolin RECC's Response to 
DR-1, Item 3.d., Nolin RECC clarified that the annual cost of $118,082 is for that one 
meter tech employee, without truck. Nolin RECC stated that pending Commission 
approval, the one meter tech position will be eliminated starting in 2017, and the third 
party will perform all meter testing tasks. 

There being no further issues to discuss, the conference was adjourned.
